Now to. outline here • the significance of this writing. It is with the hope that 
TEC news will be a viable channel for its membership to pay homage and an ad¬ 
miration in regards to the Statue of Liberty. The year 1986 has been (and still 
is) the year that thousands of immigrants and their subsequent generations have 
revered and glorified this beautiful "Lady" as a symbol of their freedom and in 
which they celebrate its centennial. ’’ 


It would appear to most of us that this past July 4th represented the culmina¬ 
tion of the Statue's celebration. However, as glorious as that day was there still 
remains October 28th for which there will be a "rededication." We must ail agree 
that the jubilation of this year's event was no exaggeration, and we as Americans 

should be very proud! Certainly, the impassioned sentiments were felt world¬ 
wide. 

* 

In one hundred years the Statue of Liberty has withstood the test of time! 

Not, however, only in its symbolic meaning but also for the disturbing situation 
of its physical condition. In the many years since its birth the Statue's care¬ 
takers have had a profound impact on its state of fitness. There were many 
instances of neglect and at best meager patch-up jobs. The National Park Service, 
in 1980, after two foolish climbers had scaled the thin copper skin and a subse¬ 
quent inspection, hired a firm of French engineers to make a more thorough over¬ 
all study of the Statue's condition. The firm's findings stated that if prompt 


attention was not forthcoming. Liberty’s outer copper panels and inner arma¬ 
tures would collapse. So in 1982 an American design team to complement the 
French consultants was' assembled. On July 4th, 1984, the flame was dismantled 
and slowly lowered along side the giant scaffolding ; and one year later, a new 
torch and flame was replaced. In five years the costs for the restoration was 
over $30 million dollars, which included several renovations within the Statue, 
a new pier and landscape work. 


Funds for the original construction and erection of the Statue came from the 
people of both France and the United States. Likewise, the financial resources 
for the restoration has mostly come from the people. Most of us, in one way 
or another, has made a contribution either by sending in our dollars or through 
a pledge. Although the recent 4th of July's celebration could never be surpassed, 
the events of restoration is not over. The work is not finished and more money 
is needed. 


On May 11, 1965, President Lyndon Johnson officially proclaimed Ellis Island 
as a part of the Statue of Liberty National Monument. The year 1992 will repre¬ 
sent its 100th anniversary. Plans to" stabilize the ruins go

STATUE OF LIBERTY 

Conceived a s a symbol of liberty and friend¬ 
ship between the United States and France, the 
colossal Statue of Liberty came into being under 
the genius of French sculptor Frederic Auguste 
Bartholdi. Another famous Frenchman, Gustave 
Eiffel, erected the iron frame which supports the 
statue. Sheets of thin (3/32”) copper were 
shaped on molds and then placed over the frame. 

With the help of French citizens who con¬ 
tributed $230,000 for its construction, the statue 
slowly took form and rose above the rooftops of 
Paris. An appeal was then made to the American 
people to raise money to build a worthy pedestal 
and to erect the gift on an island in New York 
harbor. Americans young and old responded to 
the call, and on October 28. 1886, President 
Grover Cleveland dedicated the st 2 tue amidst 
grand celebrations.

A public exhibition of photos of the 
Statue of Liberty has been organized 
by a retired New Milford jeweler for 
Village Fair Days. 

Angelo' A. Rosato, who recently 
retired from his Bank Street jewelry 
business, set up the exhibition entitl¬ 
ed Images of Liberty. 

Rosato also designed com¬ 
memorative souvenir folders for the 
exhibition.
